The Lord's Supper was instituted in 
10 service in the upper room in Je- 
utalem, on the eve of Iho crucifixion 
f Jesus as He parlook of Ihe Passover 
ilh His disciples. 
Tho occasion is memorable for the 
itimale picture that we have of the 
isciplcs in tho last groat, cat of fel- 
•wship before their Lord's death, and 
or the elomonl of Iragody. foreshad- 
wing Calvary itself, that entered in- 
o Ihe occasion as Jesus announced 
lal one of His own very circle would 
ctray Him. 
Did Jesus Intend to found a formal 
ito in the church, or was He empha- 
zing Ihe sacred nature of all Chris- 
an fellowship and communion? We 
in never know regarding that, but 
10 remembrance of Ihis upper room 
id the record of what happened there 
o took hold of the life of the Church 
iat very early tho Lord's Supper, and 
10 partaking of bread and wine in 


common, became tho most sacred sym- 
bol of Christian faith and fellowship. 


Paul very definitely establishes this 


t right of the Lord's Supper and, recall- 
j ing the example of Jesus in which 
He gave the bread and wine lo the 
disciples as symbols of His body and 
blood, he represents the act of com- 
munion in tho Lord's Supper as one 
of remembrance, showing or making 
manifest, the Lord's death until He 
came. 


Tho disciples believed that in that 


act, embodying the spirit of Jesus, 
they were experiencing His real pres- 
ence, and il is no wonder thai this 
conviction became so strong that it 
developed inlo doctrines of transub- 
stantiiition and consubslaiilialion. The 
Chrislians of today aro not likely to 
be involved in Ihe sharp and intense 
controversies that the historic church 
has witnessed concerning these mai- 
lers. One may venture the belief that 
Ihe presence of Jesus in the commun- 
ion of Christians and in tho Lord's 
Supper is not a formal or mechanical 
natter. 


The Lord could hardly bo present 


unong those who wore not met in the 
lepth of incorily and faith, and He 
.-mild hardly bo absent, concerning 
li.s own promises, from the commun- 
iin of those who in deep simplicity of 
'ailh and earnestness wore mot in His 
lame. 


Too often the rite of the Lord's 


Supper in the Church has been a for- 
ual thing—a symbol of the fact of 
ellowship in the Church rather than 


symbol of tho union of souls with 
csus in sacrifical love and service. 
It is a solemn thing to call to mind 


the dying of the Lord Jesus and to 
symbolize a union wilh Him so inti- 
mate that He comes into our lives in 
such a way thai He is our sustaining 
power and our inspiration. 


Much of our religious thought and 


action loday is altogether too shallow. 
Religion is not merely a matter of do- 
ing, even though with sadness one 
conu-mplutos the lack of vital Chris- 
tian action on the part of those who 
make Christian profession. 


The Christian life is a matter of be- 


ing. II is linked with the lift of God. 
with the life and death of Jesus, and 
with the life of that great company 
in Iho church militant and 
in 
the 


church triumphant who have loved, 
and sacrificed, and served in witness- 
ing to the world the divine compas- 
sion and the fullness of tho gospel of 
grace.

Kitchens Insists 


His Contest Valid 


Takes Issue With Clerk of 
National House in Parks' 


Ouster Proceedings 


MAGNOLIA, Ark. — (#>) — Wade 


Kitchens said Friday night that his 
failure lo give notice within 30 days 
after November's genernl election had 
no bearing on his contest proceedings 
trying to unseat Tilman B. Porks as 
congressman from the Seventh Ar- 
kansas district. 


South Trimble, clerk of the House, 


said at Washington Thursday 
night 


that Kitchens had missed his only op- 
portunity to gain the seat when he did 
not notify Parks Within 30 days after 
the election that he intended to file a 
contest in the house. 
"Trimble refers to ifiy failure to give 


notice of a contest within 30 days 
after the general election," Kitchens 
said. "Tliis does not apply. Parks has 
hod notice in the courts since Sep- 
tember. 


"The result of the primary Was made 


known January 13 by the court judg- 
ment. Congress is not bound by the 
30-day notice. Parks' nomination at 
the primary was fraudulent and the 
nomination was equivalent lo elec- 
tion." 


The late Circuit Judge Patrick Hen- 


ry declared Kitchens the primary win- 
ner by 13 votes last January 18 after 
a contest hearing which lasted sev- 
eral months. Both sides charged fraut; 
at the polls. 


Charges Violation of Pledge 


"Fraud tainted his general election 


credentials," 
Kitchens 
continued 


"There is no time limit for filing of 
fraud charges in congress by a citizen 
I filed as a contestant and as a cit- 
izen. 


"Parks violated his pledge to abide 


by the primary and disregarded the 
judgments, laws and will of the people 
The Senate 
unseated 
Newberry ol 


Michigan fdr spending too much mon- 
ey in a primary against Henry Ford, 
refused a seat to Vare of Pennsyl- 
vania and Smith of Illinois for spend- 
ing loo much money in a primary. 


"If the charges were filed too late to 


seat me as congressman, it is not too 
late for congress to declare a vacancy. 
House precedents are against a mem- 
ber who obtains his seat by fraud in a 
primary." 


Kitchens announced Friday night 


that he had filed contest proceedings 
with Trimble but the House clerk 
said at Washington that the Arkansas 
had made an unsuccessful effort last 
week to file a contest petition and that, 
there was "nothing official" on record.
